TO FORT GEORGE IN A MONTH. 


An all-rail trip from Edmonton to 
Fort George within the next thirty 
days will be possible, according to in- 
formation brought to the city by V. FE.

now at Mile 200 B.C, Grading has 
been completed to Fort George for 
some time and there now remains 


but about thirty-five miles of steel to 
be laid.

Chase states that notwithstanding 
that the grade is covered with ice 
and snow, the high tracklaying ma- 
chine is now laying an average of one 
and a half miles per day. The steel 
has reached the westerly. end of 
Otter Lake, and with a comparatively 
level country to traverse, the few 
remaining miles are expected to be 
covered in record time and pith little 
difficulty.

Mrs. Harvey, who had followed her 
husband to the door, handed him a 
revolver and retired. Harvey open- 
ed fire. Before a shower of bullets, 
brought him down he had shot C. H.1 
Weber through the right leg and had 
dazed Marshal Easling with a sealp 
wound. The body of Harvey was 
found lying on the porch riddled with 
bullets,
